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Chicago Possesses One of the Finest For- 
trait Cameo Catters in the Country— 
Fred Klein Little Engine Near the Sky 
of a Down-Town Bilock—Legends and 
Mysteries of Mis Calling—A Great Or- 
nithological Work—Various Notes from 
the Fields of Art. | 
There are probably few people in Chicago 

who know that one of the finest portrait 

cameo cutters in the country has his home 
here; one born and bred in Oberstein, the 
ancient town on the precipitous cliffs of the 

Nahe, a small tributary of the Rhine, at 

whose confluence with it the famous Bingen 


stands. Oberstein is an agate polishing and 


cameo cutting community. There are less than 
5,000 people, and there are more than fifty 
polishing mills run by water-power, chiefly 
on the River Idarbach, which falls into the 
Nahe, In this community Mr. Fred C, Klein 
saw cameos first about thrty-five years 
ago. He adopted his calling for no 
better reason than that there was no 
other to adopt; but his possession 
of exceptional talents for it was revealed by 
training begun in the castle-crowned town 
aod continued in Paris, where the finest 
cameos in Europe are cut, Rome not excepted, 
and where a school 1s maintained in which 
portrait cutung on onyx is elevated into a 
fine art. Mr. Klein came to this city less than 
four years ago. His little engine stands near 
the sky on one of the floors of the building 
No. 108 State street. 

It will perhaps be a surprise to many who 
have gazed u the beauty of cameos and 
intaglios to have an engine mentioned in as- 
sociation with their minute delicacy and ex- 
quisit polish. It is not uncommonly assumed 
that cameos are cut with a chisel. A brief 
description of the process, it is safe to be- 


, Neve, will be of interest. 


Cameos are of two. kinds—those cut in 
stone, or pietra dura, and those cut on mol- 
lusk shells. The latter are found chiefly on 
the African and Brazilian coasts. They show, 
as a rule, two layers—a cuffee color, or 
deep red, ahd white. ey are classified in 
the trade as the Bull’s Mouth, the Black 
Helmet, and the Queen's Conch. The first 
has a red or sardonyx inner coat, the second 
a blackish ground, and the third a pink 
ground. The first are found mostly at Mad- 
agascar and Ceylon, and the second at 
Jamaica, Nassau, and New Providence. They 
are formed of three distinct layers of cal- 
careous matter, and their peculiar structure, 
while it affords the greatest protection to the 
animal, serves also to give the cutter a secure 
foundation for his work. 

Designs upon shell cameos, which are ver 
much softer than stone cameos, may be ef- 
fected by the process necessary in the treat- 
ment of the latter. Or, when the shell yicids 
readily, the cutter does not resort to the en- 
gine, but, having drawn an outline upon the 
prepared ground, cuts away from it as the 
wood-engraver does, with tools carefully 
made for this particular industry. They are 
files and gravers. The tool most used is flat 
on one side and round on the other and 
serves therefore either as gouge or chisel. 
Of Sicilian origin, the manufacture of shell 
cameos wes carried from Italy to Paris; and 
more than one-half the output of the lapi- 
daries goes to England and is thence sent to 
the United States. The sheli cameo is, of 
course, inferior, both in durability and ar- 
tistie quality, to the stone cameos which en- 
able the engraver to give considerabie rehef 
and remarkable fidelity to any design which 

be placed upon them. 

e prize stones are those which show four 
or five distinct layers of different colors. 
Thus, for a heroic head, the face would be in 
the lightest color, the helmet dark, the crest 
a shade lighter, and the ground gray. Art- 
ists like to cut a Medusa on stones having a 
red layer. so as to use that shade on the 
snakes. The stones next in favor are those 
showing layers of black and white of equal 
breadth. fore a process of coloring was 
found—or refound, rather, for it is now 
known to have been in use and lost in an- 
tiquity—German agates of two shades of gray 
were much ia demand, and many beautiful 
designs were engraved upon them. Very few 
cameos seen in jewelers’ cases confess to the 
careless observer that their beautiful colors 
and high polish are due more to chemistry 
than to nature. The coloring process is very 
curious. 

Both the finished ornament and the name 
of the stone have perplexed the etymologists. 
The old speliing was camaieu, and can 
found in English dictionaries of the first balf 
of the last century. The first part of the old 
word may by the close relawonship of e and 
g be kin with the in and the sec- 
ond part appears to be tne old French for 
haut. Therefore a. cameo would bea high 
gem, that is, a gem in rehef. Onyx is some- 
what more easily traced. Itis Latin, Greek, 
and Sanskrit for claw or nail; and the appli- 
cation of the word to the stohe is su to 
have been due to the practice in Oriental 
countries and m early times of stain- 
ing the finger-nails, so that they 
presented as they grew the two shades seen 
on the cut onyx. Exodus in several passages 
confirms the antiquity of the art of en- 
graving on onyx; but it was in Greece that 
portraiture on the stone was introduced and 
carried to great excellence. From the 
Greeks the Romans borrowed it; and among 
the ancient cameos in existence there are 
some marvels of execution. The largest that 
is known is 11x9 inches, and the apotheosis 
of Augustus is engraved upon it. 3 

The round chalcedonous pebble is the origi- 
nal stone cameo. In Brazil it is found in 
river beds. At Oberstein it 1s found under 
the rocks that.are the great ribs of the high 
formation, and it lies freely also in the 
ground like flintstones in chalk. From the 
mills of Oberstein and Idar the lapidaries 
of the worid are supplied. When the 
pebble is first tested the trier breaks 
off asmall bit and moistens the fragment 
with his tongue. He watches keenly the ra- 
pidity with which the moisture is absorbed 
and whether the absorption is in bands, and 
in one band more rapidly than in another. 
Thus he conjectures its capacity to receive 
color. The pebble may be nothing but what 
we cali agate; but chemistry is going to 
make it onyx or sard-onyx. By its sensitive- 
ness to moisture he rates its commercial 
value, and then it goes notto the engraver 
but to the slitting-mill, where its roughness 
is ground off, and t is cut so as to bring the 
white stratum.or layer uppermost. Then it 
is ground with emery and polished with 
water and rotten-stone on a pewter lap. : 

It next to the colorer. He immerses 
it in honey and water and for several weeks 
it is kept in its bath at a temperature just be- 
low boiling. When done itis transferred to 
another tub and covered with sulphuric acid 
heated to 350° or 400°. After ten hours it is 
finished, It goes next into clean water and 
is dried in an oven. After polishing it hes 
in oil, which removes the appearance of flaws 
and adds to the ei gae | of the polish. 
Bran removes the oil. @ secrets of the 
coloring have never been fully understood 
and the operation of the various influences 
is uncertain, It is taken for granted that 
the honey invades the pores and is carbon- 
ized by the sulphuric acid. The deposition 
of the carbon increases the color of 
each band which the honey has permeated. 
If the color of the stone is uniform through- 
it is natural; if it has been chemically 
tened or preduced by sulphuric acid 
ch makes the black ground or nitric acid 
which produces the carnelian ground, the 
color will be found on examination super- 
ficial and uneven. yew | experts Can detect 
pure chalcedony from co agates.

These facts may strike Father Hays as 
singular. They will demonstrate to him the 
necessity for active efforts among the mem- 
bers of his flock to bring their Aldermen to 
asense of their duty as the members of the 
League of the Cross understand it. No peo- 
ple, as Father Hays says, suffer more from 
the effects of the liquor curse,” promoted 
by the existence of low and cheap grog- 
geries, than the Irish, 95 per cent of whom 
are Catholics. The priests are, as he further 
says, “brought mto the closest contact with 
the suffering which it causes and the 
terribie havoc it is working among fam- 
ilies that would otherwise de happy and 
independent.” It is their duty as spiritual 
guides to mitigate the evii as far as possible. 
They will be responsible for much of the 
misery as long as they do not exert themselves 
to prevent the election of Aldermen who res- 
olutely oppose every regulation that will di- 
minish “the curse of hquor by decreasing 
the number of low saloons and their oppor- 
tunities for debasing and degrading the peo- 
ple. Resolutions are all very well in their 
way. Action is better. Faith without good 
works is dead. Resolutions are of no use 
unless they are made the basis of action. 

If the Catholic wards of the city (where

TRISH LINEN AND OUR TARIFF. 

linen is the only manufactured article 
which Ireland has been able to export in any 
eonsiderable quantity. The United States is 
her principal customer, paying her nearly as 
much annually for flax products as all other 
countries combined. Inasmuch as we are 
not and in all probability never will be 
rivals with any of the fiax-growing and 
linen-manufacturing countries, one argument 
for the war tariff which stiil operates upon 
linens has no relevancy. In maintaining this 
tariff, amouuting to an average of nearly 40 
per-cent, we perpetuate the depression of the 
sole profitable industry of Ireland, which has 
been in deciine since the end of the American 
War ofthe Rebellion. Irishmen are ready 
enough to recall and roundly to denounce the 
oppressive and harsh measures whereby the 
woolen manufacture of Ireland was sup- 
pressed. The linen manufacture was en- 
couraged asa substitute for it. As soon as 
the English traders found that Irish linen 
was making headway against their foreign 
interests they sought its injury because they 
could profit more by encouraging the importa- 
tion of continental linen. For a time they 
succeeded. Reaction inaugurated a reign of 
artificial stimulation in the form of bounties 
and premiums which continued without sat- 
isfactory results up to 1827. 

The trade centered in Ulster, partly be- 
cause the first modern factories were built 
there by French Huguenot immigrants and 
partly because the soil of Ulster 1s better 
suited for flax-growing than that of the other 
provinces. Political compulsion rather than 
natural favorable couditions established the 
linen manufacture, for, in spite of persever- 
ing efforts, the culture of flax has always 
been attended with uncertain results, and 
the importation of flaxseed has never 
ceased to be necessary, as it does not ripen 
there. But the large capital invested, the 
nearness to the English coal supply, and the 
inability of the British farmers in the other 
parts of the islands to set up more vigorous 
competion in fine grades combined to ren- 
der the linen manufacture a safe and profita- 
ble interest; and if the American tariff on 
the article had been lowered after the war it 
is certain that we should not have had to re- 
ceive every year from Ireland so many thou- 


flax-growers 


flaxseed, and petroleum. They buy all they 
are able to pay for from us. 

In 1850 the linen export from Ireland was 
valued at about $20,000,000. Of that we paid 
more than one-third. In 1860 our tariff was 
1% per cent ad valorem on all linen manu. 
factures except cordage and twines: The 
Morrill bill raised this to nearly 40 per cent on 
bleached linen, and while the war demand 
continued the Irish spindles were kept busy, 
When that demand ceased. with peace Ire- 
land was made to pay tribute to the sense- 
less custom-house regulation as ruthlesly 
as she had been robbed by the statutes de- 
stroying her woolen manufacture. Her linen 
export reached a value of $50,000,000 im 1364. 
Now it does not attain ‘half that figure. The 
effect of tne continued war tariff, sur- 
viving the war demand, made cheaper 
linen a necessity, and the continental 
availed of the chance to 
create new and inferior grades, especially 
of unbleached, by which the beautiful grades 
made in Ireland, and the only ones upon 
whieh her mills could be profitably run, were 
gradually excluded in large quantities from 
the American trade. We paid last year = 


than $30,000,000 for linen and flax goods. But 


Ireland derived very little benefit from the 
trade. The duty paid on bleached grades was 
about $4,000,000, and to continue this embar- 
rassing contribution to our surplus the chief 
industry of Ireland is kept in comparative 
stagnation, and a good l 
cultural products is badly crippled. 

How intelligent Irish-Americans can recon- 
cile support of this absurd and unnecessary 
tax upon their native land, with their avowed 
sympathy with her poverty-ridden people, 
passes comprehension. They cannot do soon 
the ground of higher allegiance to American 
industry, since we have no American linen

A NATIONAL BUREAU OF FINE ARTS. 

Among the thousands of absurd bills which 
haye wasted time in the Congress of the 
United States not one matches in absurdity 
the Senate bill for a National Bureau of Fine 
Arts. It is paternalism run mad, and if en- 
acted into law would open new doors for folly 
and corruption. Its chief proposition is that 
the Smithsonian Institution shall go into the 
business of making plaster casts of statues 
and other works of like character, to be dis- 
tributed among the States. The idea is bor- 
rowed from the London official distributing 
bureau, which makes copies of fine objects in 
the British Museum and in Kensington and 
gives them to provincial institutions on terms 
fixed by Parliament. We have not the mod- 
els to begin with; and, if we had, it would be 
extravagant and impracticable to go into tne 
business of casting and distributing plaster, 
since everything desirable of that sort can 
now be had cheaply. 

A second purpose of the proposed bureau 
is the general diffusion of knowledge on 
art and a superintendence of its na 
tional growth. Nothing could equal the 
ridicule which our ambitious politicians 
would invite upon us as a people by 
the adoption of such a scheme. What 
would prevent the appointment as head of 
the committee in charge on behalf of Con- 
gress of such a genius as Frank Lawler, who 
knows just as much of fine arts as very many 
other Congressmen not so often laughed at? 
All that American art requires is the re- 
moval of the oppressjve and stupid duty that 
now interferes with the free importation of 
objects whose diffusion throughout the coun- 
try would be the natural and only safe way 
of developing an art spirit among the people. 


PRESIDENT STORY'S RECOMMENDATIONS. 

Some of the recommendations made by Mr. 
Story in his anndal report as President of the 
Board of Education are good as far as they 
go. If there were any certainty that they 
would be promptly and fairly carried into 
effect they would be accepted as a fair meas- 
ure of much-needed educational reform. 
Others are of doubtfal wisdom, and some 
are altogether inexpedient. To carry out., 
for instance, the proposal to reduce the num- 
ber of pupils in each class- room would have 
the effectof increasing the number of double- 
division pupils (those who receive but a half 
day’s schooling) from 7,000 to 25,000. But 
Mr. Story evidently does not intend that his 
proposals in this regard shali be even experi- 
mented with until there are no double-divis- 
ion pupils attending our public schools. 

The recommendation which will attract 
most attention and which invites discussion 
at this time is that in reference to the spe- 
cial studies.“ Mr. Story believes there is 
room for retrenchment and reform im con- 
nection with those branches. Hefrankly ad- 
mits that as at present conducted they are 
too expensive and encroach too much on the 
time of the pupils. He would reduce the ex 
penses by abolishing the special teacherships 
and by making instruction in the special 
studies the duty of the class teachers. As far 
as be can be understood, he would have in 
every class-room a teacher able to give in- 
struction in drawing and music, thus mak- 
ing both studies part of the regular program. 
There could be little objection to this if the 
time devoted to the studies is reduced. Music 
may be taught as a sort of relief to pupils for 
nine or ten minutes each day, and mechanical 
drawing ought to be taught in connection 
with writing. It is nearly as useful as writ- 
ing nowadays, and it is as good training for 
the hand and eye to make squares, circles, 
triangles, parallelograms, etc., properly as 
to make letters. 

The difficulty comes when the third spe- 
cial study—German—is reached. Of course 
Mr. Story does not mean that every teacher 
of the school shail be capable of teaching 
German. But he believes that every teacher 
of German should aiso be capable of teaching 
all the common-school branches. Then, as 
nearly as the circumstances would permit, 
he would place the pupils whose parents 
wish them to take German in the rooms 
taught by such German teachers in each 
school. This plan would undoubtedly be more 
satisfactory than the one in operation at 
present, under which much of the time of 
those pupils who do not take German is 
wasted. During the German recitations they 
have to sit idly at their desks, for study is 
practicaliy out of the question. While Mr. 
Story’s plan would not do away wholly with 
this waste of time, it would greatly diminish 
it, and the public who patronize the schools 
will be thankful for small favors. 

Mr. Story insists that German, like music 
and drawing, should be optional with par- 
ents. It is now so only in name. The chil- 
dren of foreign parents—of Poles, Italians, 
Scandinavians, and Bohemians—are led to 
believe that it is a compulsury study. 
The Board of Education ought to take im- 
mediate steps to fully inform every parent 
on this pomt. Circulars should be addres 
to the parents making inquiry as to the 
wishes on the subject. It would be well to 
have those circulars printed in the parents’ 
native tongue. The majority of Bohemian, 
Polish, and Italian parents, and those 
ot other European ‘natiogalities, under- 
stand English so imperfectly that they do 
not make intelligent answers to circu- 
lars printed in the American language. 
The statements of Messrs. Zdrubek and 
Rhazim on this point ought to be conclusive 
as far as the Bohemians are concerned. Mr. 
Story and his colleagues ought to see to it 
that the wishes of parents on the special 
studies and foreign languages be fairly ascer- 
tained and respected.

CASH VALUE OF FUEL GAS. 

The recent discussions of the gas supply to 
this and other citiés have awakened the at- 
tention of capitalists to the fact that the peo- 
ple want cheaper gas and more of it; that it 
would be consumed in vastly increased quan- 
tities for fuel purposes if offered on sufii- 
ciently low terms, and that the situation 
opens up a new and wide field for the 


profitable investment of ‘surpius capital.

mally submitted to authorities of this 
city, and itis probable that within a few 


days from now they will be asked to grant a 


charter to @ company formed for the purpose 
of tearing up all our streets and putting in 
mains for the furnishing of fuel gas on a 
large scale to the people of Chicago. 

It therefore becomes a matter of great in- 
terest to inquire into the relation of cost to 
value of the new sérvice proposed to be ren- 
dered. If the consumers were required to 
pay more for the gas than it is Worth as a 
substitute for the coal they are now using 
the change, with all the damage and annoy- 
ance of tearing up streets and interruption 
to business which it would involve, could not 
be recomniended. If, on the other hand, the 
substitution promised to lessen largely the 


cost of fuel and power from present 


figures and suppress the smoke nuisance, it 
would be the duty of every one conversant 
with the facts to do all in his power to hasten 
the reform. 

It has been demonstrated that the con- 
sumption of 15,000 cubic feet of good gas 
gives about as much heat and power as is ob- 
tainable from a ton.of coal of fair quality. On 
this basis gas at 15 cents per thousand would 
be the equivalent of coal at . 25 per ton, the 
only difference in favor of the former being 
that due to freedom from smoke and ashes 
and the less trouble required in starting and 
controliing a gas fire than the one fed with 
coal. As coal of fair quality can usually be 
obtained from the mines at Wilmington 
and Streator and laid down: in Chicago 
for a little more than the figure 
above named, the offer of gas at % 
to 50 cents per thousand would not consti- 
tute an inducementgo others than those in this 
city who are now obliged to use bard coal 
and pay therefor much higher prices than are 
charged for the bituminous. Even 20 cents 
would be too much, as it would equal coal at 
$3 or $3.25 per ton. But if the gas could be 
offered to consumers at the rate of 10 or 12 
cents, and guaranteed to be of good quality, 
not loaded down with a bie percentage of 
nitrogen, the opportunity ought to be em- 
braced with care, and the parties willing 
to contract for the service on such a basis 
should be weicomed as men who propose to 
confer a benefit upon the public while re- 
ceiving a big return on the outlay of capital 
and exertion of brains which such an enter- 
prise would involve. 

There is no room to doubt that fuel gas can 
be supplied to consumers in this city ata 
good profit for less than the lowest sum here 
named. It has previously been shown in 
Tun Trrpune by expert testamony that it can 
be made and placed in the holder at six cents 
per thousand with coal costing $1.25 per ton, 
and itis understood that slack and screening 
coal from Illinois mines could be obtained at 
that figure laid down in this city if taken in 
the wholesale way that would be required in 
the manufacture of fuel gas on a scale large 
enough tosupply all our oitizens with heat for 
manufacturing purposes as well as domestic 

. Three cents per thousand has 
paid the capitalists of Pittsburg and vicinity 
for the boring of wells and piping the gas 
from a distance avéraging but little less than 
twenty miles. It is true that they are 
exacting four cents, now that a trust hus 
been formed for controlling the business. 
But the three cents paid them well, and two 
cents would pay equally well here for the 
simple carrying of artificial gas around the 
city from works located in our midst. That 
makes a total of eight cents per thousand, 
all beyond which is clear profit. The extra 
two cents, making a total Charge of ten cents 
per thousand, ought to be enough to content 
the projectors; as if guaranteed to them for 
aterm of years it would insure to them and 
their successors a return of many millions 
of doliars from the vast increase of business 
during that interval. 


PROF. SULLIVAN’S DISAPPOINTMENT. 

Prof. Sullivan of Boston has how traveled 
from Land's End to Berwick-upon-Tweed in 
quest of some Englishman who will stand up 
before him for six little matinées with the 
gloves, according to the rules of the English 
Queensberry, but has traveled in vain. In all 
that island, where from time immemorial 
boxers and sluggers have made their homes, 
where the prize-ring was invented, where its 
code was formulated, where innumerable 
spiders and chickens have fought their great 
fights against any and all comers, our Boston 
professor has vainly sought for an English- 
man who has the courage and brawn to stand 
up before him for a bout at fisticuffs. He has 
visited the cities, towns, and villages, has 
made inquiries on all sides, has advertised 
for the Briton whom he wishes to meet, has 
made public proclamation, and has offered 
any terms for the bones of the Englishman 
which he wishes to grind and make him 
bread, but no beef-fed Britisher will accept 
the challenge of the bean-fed Bostonian 
though the offer should be a doubly tempting 
one, forthe professor is not only an Ameri- 
can but a lineal descendant of all the O Sul - 
livan Princes and Kings from the time of 
Brian Boru. 

All this, of course, is disappointing to the 
professor, who went over to England for the 
purpose of bringing back English scalps at 
his belt to demonstrate not alone the supe- 
riority of Boston bean-fed culture but of 
Irish home rule. It is no sop to his feelings 
that the Prince of Wales has hobnobbed 
with him and acknowledged that he was a 
good one; that his reception in London out- 
shone the splendors of Lord Mayor’s Day 
and drew more people than the Queen’s ju- 
bilee, or that the high jinkses have vied with 
each other for the honor of his society. That 
much he had a right to expect after the 
triumphant entrée of Buffalo Bill iuto the best 
English society. He accepted all this, but he 
did not sigh for it. He had every reason to 
believe that when he invaded the classic 
realms of Caunt, Bendigo, the Tipton Slasher, 
and Sayers some one of their descendants 
would rise up to maintain their pres- 
tige and defend their laurels. They knew 
he was coming for that purpose. They had 
ample time to select their best man and put 
him forward. Week after week he has 
pranced about the arena: His heralds have 
sounded his challenge north and south, east 
and west, but no Englishman appears. There 
is not a fighting cloud on the whole English 
horizon as big as a man’s little finger. The 
skies are full of the white doves of peace, the 
grasshopper is a burden, and all the sluggers 
are singing low in the grass, as harmless as 
crickets. Grieved and disappointed, the Bos- 
ton professor has at last offered a personal 
reward of $1,000 out of his own pocket, in 
addition to purse and gate money, for any one

GEN. BANKS AND THE PRESIDENT. 

The proposed gathering at Washington 


N. P. Banks of Massachusetts Speaker of the 
House has suggested au unpleasant incident in 
the treatment of the veteran by the Pres- 
ident, and his name is also brought conspicu- 
ously before the public by the recent pres- 
entation of his portrait. as well as those of the 
two other Speakers Massachusetts nas fur- 
nished, to the Government. The Boston Ad- 
vertiser is responsible for the statement that 
on that day a member of the Massach setts 
Governor’s council called upon the President 
and ventured to make the suggestion that it 
would be greatly appreciated by the State if 
he would allow Gen. Banks to retain the of- 


fice of United States Marshal which he now 
holds. To this the President rudely replied 


that if Gen. Banks wanted an office the State 
should provide one for him, and intumated 
further that he was keeping him in the Mar- 
shalship against his will and only as a matter 
of charity! To this the Advertiser answers, 
evidently by authority: 

It is well to bear in mind that no man in this 
State is more entitled to a Fe office than 
he; that if he is turned out it will be simply in 
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not * te on that score for one moment to 
give the position to any one whom he 


If the President has been correctly report- 
ed—and no denial has yet appeared from him 
or any of his friends—there is but one course 
which Gen. Banks should pursue, and that is, 
to resign the office at onee and let the Presi- 
dent fill it with a Democratic appointee and 
bear the responsibility of it. It will not 
make him any votes in Massachusetts, where 
Gen. Banks is held in high esteem. by “the 
whole people, regardless of politics. It 
should then be the grateful duty of the State 
to amply provide for him, so that he may 
have no danger of suffering in his old age. 


He has occupied a very. prominent position 


for thirty years. During that time he has 
been Speaker of the House at a trying period, 
afterward Governor of the State, Major-Gen- 
eral of volunteers, and subsequentiy member 
of Congress. For some years past he has 
held the Marshalship of the district in which 
he lives. Itis a testimonial to his unflinch- 
ing integrity that he is a poor. man and de- 
pendent for his hving upon his own exer- 
tions, even at his advanced age. Massachu- 
setts will honor herself in honoring her 
faithful servant and in providing for him so 
that he shall not be in straitened circum- 
stances or in danger of not earning a liveli- 
hood during the remainder of his days. 
After sucha taunt from the President he 
cannot remain in office and retain his self- 
respect. A grateful and deserved. Repub- 
lican tribute will be more agreeable to him 
than Democratic charity which is begrudged.

Trade Markets and Selling Products in 
High Protected Countries—A “ Picnic,” 
a “Pudding” for the Millowner bat 
No Protection for the Workingman. 
Cuica@eo, TLL, Jan. 2%.—{fEditor of 
The Tribune.|—I am a plain King 
and I don’t get so much time to study po- 
litical economy, as they call it, as some folks, 
but there are some things about this doctrine 
of ultra high protection which I can’t see 
through. Several back I used to be a 
high protectionist. I thought any man who 
talked moderate tariff was a traitor or a fool. 
1 am changing my ideas now. If I am not 
taking uptoo much of your space, whicn I 
suppose is valuable, I should lke to 
tell you how the question looks to 
& man -who works for his bread } 
and butter. I understand how high protec 
tion starts industries and often keeps them 
going when without it they would not exist. 
The free-traders say it were better that such 
industries never existed if they can’t hold 
their own in the world; but never mind that. 
I see, too, how the manufacturer gets a good 
price for his goods when the consumer—the 
American consumer—must buy from him. 
They all form into what are called trusts, 
rings, combinations, and such things, 
and keep the prices up where they please.

I don’t 
see how the workingman is protected by 
protection, as they call it. See here. The 
manufacturer is furnished with a market. 
People have to buy from him. They cannot 
buy abroad, He has no fear of abroad. With 
the poor workingman everything is different. 
He cannot buy foreign goods, cheap goods, 
but the foreign laborer comes over here and 
beats him out of his job or forces him to live 
like a dog. The American laborer wants $2 a 
day, but the foreign laborer comes in and of- 
fers todo the same job for $1.35 and he gets 
the job every time, and the American 
goes hungry to bed. The American machin- 
ist wants $4 a day, the or German 
machinist works for, say G, and the Ameri- 
can has tocome or quit. The American 
iron-worker wants a certain sum, but the 
Welshman or works for 50 cents 
a day less, and the boss gives him the job. I 
don’t blame the manufacturer for getting his 
labor as cheap as he can; he has the whole 
world to draw on and gets things just as 
cheap as he can, and he runs us poor 
Americans to the wall. 1 can see 
these things every day mght under my nose. 
Now what I want to is this: I can’t see 
how the American workman is tected by 
protection. It is a “picnic” for the mill 
owner, a “pudding,” a “soft snap,” and I 
don’t wonder that he clings to it and hires 
smart men to persuade foolish people that it 
is the only salvatson of country; but I 
can’t see how it works for the advantage of 
= — — at — 1 l 
verything we work n buy is awa 
up in price. I know ag Pn a — 
many of my friends have lived in the 
old country, and when we compare 
prices I can see that they are much 
lower in England than ne Whatever 
job we keep, we have to fight for against all 
the world. It looks very much to me as if 
there was at this very hour in America free 
trade in labor, but protection in goods. The 
manufacturer 1s shielded from competition 
and given a market; the workingman as 
forced to compete with all the natives of the 
world for his job. The manufacturer buys his 
labor in a cheap, free-trade market and sells his 
goods in a high-priced protection market. The 
workingman sells his labor in the cheapest 
possible market, the open market of the world, 
and buys the necessities of life in a high- 
priced protected market. 

This thing don’t look fairtome. The law, 
the tariff law, forces the poor workingman 
to fight the world for his job and forces him 
to buy his goods ata high price. The law 
creates an unnaturally high-priced market 
for the manufacturers’ goods and an un- 
naturally low market for his labor. be 
Iam wrong, but I can’t help thinkin that 
the turiff just robbing the workin 
every day. I should be glad to be told how 
protection protects the workingman. I have 
asked my high-tariff friends many times, but 
never have got a satisfactory answer. Un- 
less I hear pretty soon I shall conclude there 
is no answer. I shall then become a low- 
tariff man, and I know there are thousands 
of workingmen today in the same fix that I 
am in.

The method pursued to keep the crib ports 
free from ice when large masses are in motion 
is peculiar and interesting. The ports vary in 
depth from twelve to twenty-four feet, and 
in winter are unobstructed by grating. If 
once a piece of ice gets jammed in the - 
ing the chances are that the pressure from 
the moving floe will pile up sufficient ice to 
close the whole port in a very short time. 
The moment a port becomes even partly 
closed the tug slips her lines and starts un- 
der full head of steam in the direction from 
which the ice is coming. The purpose is to 
divide and break up the ice on à line with 
the port. Sometimes this is easy, and more 
often.it is a job of considerable size. 
Friday night the ice lay in windrows and 
bummocks often ten feet or more deep. The 
tug was headed for these under a full head of 
steam, and when she struck something had 
to go. Sometimes she went through on the 
first attempt, but oftener she brought up 
with ber nose buried and a third of her 
Jength out of water. Then the wheel was 
reversed and the tug backed several hundred 
feet for a second attempt. As soon as the 
ice broken for some- 
thing or 600 feet from 
the crib, the tug istaken back to the crib. 
The lines are again made fast and 
the tug 80 moored that her wheel is close to 
the biocked port. Steam is turned on and 
the curreat created in the water forces the 
ice in the port through into the well, and 
turns aside the broken ice as it comes Pe 
The ice that unavoidably gets into the well is 
grappled with ice tongs acd pulled out by 
steam power.

The curtain rose at 38:80, when 
the moon entered the full shadow, but the 
sun was still on deck and nothing ‘could be 
seen. This is positive. A great number of

At4:31 the total 
eclipse began, and still nothing could be 


seen.

The sky was 
perfectly clear, and an excellent view was 
obtain The earth’s shadow commenced 
to show on the lower —_— of the moon in the 
eastern sky shortly afte 
shadow covered the entire moon, which pre- 
sented a dark bronze appearance, and 
off at the top about 7 o’clock. 

Boston, Mass., Jan. 28.—[Special.]—The 
conditions for observing the eclipse in this 
cityj were unusually fine, the air was clear 


and not a cloud nor a suspicion of mistiness - 


obscured the field of vision. At the Harvard 
Observatory Prof. Pickering stated that 
about the only new feature this year was the 
extensive preparation made for photographic 
work. Six instruments were employed in 
this department alone, more than 100 nega- 
tives being taken. me were 1 
and the results were most satisfactory. The 
photographs taken will also aid in the study 
of the moon’s spectrum, but several days 
must pass before delinit results can be an- 
nounced. Another feature of the night’s 
work was the study, in coéperation with the 
Russian observers, of a number of faint 
stars, the observation of which was possible 
owing to the darkened face of the moon. The 
results obtained are expected to establish im- 
portant facts in astronomical research.

INDIANA’S SOLDIER MONUMENT. 


Mr. Schmitz’s Design Accepted, and Work 
Will Begin at Once. 
IxXDIANATOILIs, Ind., Jan. 28.—[Special.]— 
The successful design accepted by the State 
soldiers’ Monument Commissioners is that of 
a lofty shaft, with a highly ornamented capi- 
tal, supported by a pedestal, with steps and 
terraces below, and very elaborately carved.

movement of Russian troops which has better 
apparent foundation than the majority of 
reports. He believes that Russia is prepar- 
ing for a new movement against Turkey, 
that has not yet paid the war indemnity re- 
quired to be paid upon the settlement of the 
last war. The present movement of troops 
towards Austria is only a feint meant to con- 
ceal a very different project. The troops 
assembled in Poland, Volhynia, and Bessara- 
bia are cantoned along the main line 
of the strategic railway which connects the 
fortresses of Poland with Odessa and other 


southern ports. The army which Russia has 
siowly mobilized on her western frontiers is, 
therefore, in position to move off rapidly to 
Odessa and Nicoliaef, leaving the ordinary 
garrison troops to protect the frontier. But 
what would be their ultimate destination! 
Undoubtedly a fleet is being prepared in the 
Black Sea to transport considerable forces 
across its waters, it may be to Varna and 


Bulgaria, But no action in this . can 
be taken without some concert with Austria, 
while in another direction Russia can act 
freely without arousing either Austrian or 
German demands for serious shares in the 


plunder. 

Thanks to the annexation of Kars and 
Butoum after the war of 1877-78, Russia pos- 
sesses a sold base of operations protected by 
good fortresses well advanced. upon the 
plateau of Armenia, and the best port on the 
Asiatic coast of the Black Sea, by which she 
can reinforce and partially supply an army 
acting in Armenia. Moreover, Erzeroum, 
the Turkish frontier town, is a third-rate 
fortress in much the same dilapidated con- 
dition in which it was ten years ago. With- 
in the last few mopths the army in Russian 
Armenia and the garrison of Kars have been 
steadily passed unnoticed, all the more read- 
ily because there has been so much talk 
about concentration in Europe. Righ or 
wrongly, the Russians believe that the Turk 
ish fleet will not count for muuh in the next 
war, and it 1s quite ble that a considera- 
ble force could be transported from South- 
western Russia by Odessa to Batoum, while 
— from Southern and Central Russia 
would reach the same destination by way of 
Sebastopol. 

The unpaid war indemnity gives Russia at 
any moment she likes a pretext for oecupying 
another stretch of territory in Asia Minor. 
Another advance in this direction would 
raise no danger of war or of disagreements

They Sell for from 10 te 15 Cents a Bushel

Since the great crop failure of 1881 potatoes 
have not been scarcer or dearer over the 
country than they now are. The crop last 
year in Michigan, Southern Wisconsin, and 
New York—the three greatest potato-produc- 
ing States—was a total failure. The Illinois 
and Indiana crop was far below the average, 
and Missouri, Ohio, and Iowa did not fare 
much better. During the early fall and win- 
ter the scarcity was not felt so badly, but 
since the railroads have been blocked by 
storms in Northwest the scarcity has 
grown dail have gone up.

Four weeks from Wednesday next the 
Democratic National Committee will meet 
and call the convention, which will probably 
be held in this city the first part of June. 
Chicago now leads all its competitors for the 
convention, but the most important an- 
nouncement that has been made in connec- 
tion with it is that it will be held about two 
weeks ahead of the Republican. Mr. W. C. 
Goudy, who arrived home from Washington 
early yesterday morning, is the bearer of 
this information, and according to his state- 
ments the Democrats are going into the cam- 
paign on the aggressive.

HENBY SWEETS AFFAIRS. 


The Court to Be Asked to Permit an As- 
signee to Continue Business. 

A meeting of the creditors of Henry 
Sweet, the brickmaker, was held yesterday 
afternoon at 20’clock in the offices of Moses 
& Newman, No. 122 La Salle street. About 


thirty claims, aggregating $20,000, were 
represented. The meeting was called to or- 
der by Mr. Jacob Newman, who proceeded to 
outline the present condition of affairs. 


Henrv Sweet was, he said, a man who could 
néither read nor write; he couid at times 
with much tribulation get off something pur- 
porting to be a signat but as a usual 
thing preferred to make mark, 
Sweet had deen doing a business 
of about 200.000 yearly at his brickyard 
and had now in process of construction and in 
various stages of incompleteness some forty 
or fifty houses in various portions of Chi 
l'nese houses he would put up, sell, and mo 
gage, never keeping any record of the trans- 
action save what he was able to put by in 
his memory. Ar. Sweet had for a clerk for 
seven years a young man named Theodore 
Schintz, who, taking advantage of Sweet’s 
inability to translate the entries made upon 
such few books as were kept, had defrauded 
him of sums of money. To recover this 
money and at the same time to bring Schintz 
to an accounting Sweet had commenced suit. 
Schintz at the same time claimed that Sweet 
was indebted to himtoa large amount and 
he also b ht suitto recover the amount 
said to uehim. Onthe day ing 
that upon which the in the suits were 
to be served, Sweet’s financial troubles be- 
gan. By an agreement made between Sweet 
and Schintz all proceedings were to be 
stopped until Sweet had recovered his tinan- 
cial footi By a clause in a cutthroat 
mortgage of $17,000 which Sweet had execut- 
edin favor of Schintz the latter seized a 
technical advan offered hi con- 
fessed judgment on the mo closed 
Sweet up.

$17,000. After nearly an hour of discussion it 
was decided to present a request to Judge 
Prendergast that the assignee should be al- 
lowed to continue the business as long as he 
could do so with profit.

LAEE VIEW AND THE RAILROAD. 


The Rallroad Still Obdurate—An Ordinance 
for the Council. 

The intended meeting of Lake View peo- 
ple last evening to take further action 
against the recent advance in the price of 
local tickets over the Chicago, Milwaukee & 
St. Paul Railroad from five to seven cents 
was not held. It was said that nothing had 
transpired since the last meeting that de- 
manded consideration, and it was thought 
best to let the matter rest until passed upon 
by the Council. During the last week Will- 
iam R. Chamberlain of Lake View, as Chair- 
man of a committee selected for the purpose, 
conferred with the City Attorney, and to- 
gether they had prepared an ordinance cal- 
culated to bri relief, if concurred in by 
the Council, and which will be presented at 
the latter’s meeting tomorrow night. The 
ordinance provides for a restoration of the 
oid rate of five cents on the road between 
Lake View and Chicago. It was said by dif- 
ferent residents that the railroad officiais 
had beén called up during the week about the 
matter, but they had refused positively to 
even discuss it, declaring that there wouid be 
no change from the new figure, as business 
could not be done for less without loss. 

Mr. Chamberlain was interrogated upon 
the provisions of the new ordinance pro- 
posed. He said it was not understood that 
the Council had the authority to enforce the 
reduction wanted. In a roundabout way, 
however, it was possible that certain influ- 
ences might be brought to bear on the railroad 
that would induce them to return to the old 
fare of five cents as the lesser of two evils. 
While the Council could not act upon the 
question of fares it could regulate the speed 
at which trains should be run and enforce 
me 88 of — 444 3 the run- 
ning of freights, w the were con- 
fident 8 cause the —— more loss 
than would be gained in the extra two cents 
on fares. 

There was a very general expression among 
business-men at Lake View called upon last 
evening that the railroad’s claim that busi- 
ness to that point could not be done at five 
cents a single fare without loss was not well 
founded.

A DESERTED GRETNA GREEN. 


West Aléxander, Pa., Where Over 6,000 
Couples Have Been Married. 

Wueeiina, W. Va., Jan. 28.—[Special. }— 
Fifteen miles from here, on the line of that 
one-time great artery of trade between the 
East and West, the Oid National Road, lies 
the quaint little village of West Alexander. 
Throughout the eastern border of Ohio and 
the Panhandle counties of West Virginia this 
little village has been known as the Gretna 
Green, the centre of matrimonial activities of 
all that region of country, the Mecca whither 
the wooed and won directed willing steps. 

By the laws of the States of Ohio and West 
Virginia a license to marry was to be 
cured from autho county officials before 
any minister of the gospel or Justice of the 
Peace could perform the ceremony. The 
cient commonwealth founded by Penn re- 
quired no license; West Virginia was just 
across the line and easily accessible by the 
National Road and later by the Baltimore & 
Ohio. It was not strange, then, that run- 
away lovers should make pilgrimages to that 
village until the records would show that 
more than 6,000 marriage ceremonies have 
been performed there. The ministers of the 
— were fairly patronized, but the Squires 

ave been most fayored and the office of Jus- 
tice of the Peace has ever been one of honor 
and emolumentin that township. 

In 1862 Joseph Finley Mayes was chosen 
Justice of the Peace and from that time until 
1887 by successive elections he was con- 
tinued in office... Careful. methodical, precise, 
his books furnish the names oi every person 
married by lum, their addresses, the amount 
of fee, and possibly a note which was placed 
there to recall an incident or to s st a 
tale. In 1874 he left his tarm and devoted 
himself entirely to the marrying business. 
His own records reveal the fact that. he 
joined 2,684 coupies in wedlock; that he was 

id for the service nearly $10,000; that his 
argest fee was $20; and his lowest 55 cents. 
Other things their pages disclosed. Some 
men the Squire had married and remarried; 
he had married a mother and then, long years 
after, the daughter; he had joined to 
December, and November to June. 

Through a wide region of country the 
Squire was known. Shrewd merchants ad- 
vertisea their wares with the old man’s aid. 
Mr. Arbuckle of K. M. . fame an- 
nounced that he would give a bag of coffee to 
the couple who were married when Squire 
Mayes performed his 2,000th ceremony. As 
luck would have it, they came from Sardis 
in Monroe County, Ohio. about sixty mules 
away, and had walked the whole distance, 
The ceremony over, the widow’s mite of a fee 
was paid, and the big coffee bag was brought 
out for the happy husband to shoulder and 
carry away. 

But they weren’t all happy husbands that 
were married in West Alexander, and it is 
even believed thata great many of the Gret- 
na Green’s matches were never consummated 
in heaven. A Common Pleas Judge across 
the Ohio line once declared in open court that 
one half of the applicants for divorce that 
came before him began wedded life at West 
Alexander, ..Public sentiment grew stronger 
on the subject and finally the Pennsylvania 
Legislature passed a law modeled after. the 
marriage-license statutes of Ohio and other 
States. October, 1, 1885, the law went 
into effect, and Squire Mayes, Otnello-hke, 
found his occupation gone. in vain the old 
man announced that he would pay car-fare 
and buy the necessary license. The futility 
ofthe scheme was plain. During the suce- 
ceeding year he averaged less than one gere- 
mony for two months, and when his term 
expired in 1887 he declined to be a ¢@ndidate 
2 reslection. A short time afterward he 
‘Squire Mayes was a somewhat remarkable 
character. He was of slight build, medium 
hight. He hada ciean-shaven face, blue 
eyes that peered through gold-rimmed 
glasses, and an intellectual forehead. - His 
thin hair was the purest white. He was a 
great reader, an occasional contributor to the 
newspapers, and ry fond of poetry. 
Amatory verse was pn his tongue’s end and 
he was able to discuss the expendiency of 
matrimony with any dubious young man. 
As for himself, he was married three times. 

e long winding mill at West Alexander 
that leads from his house down to the depot 
is smooth and icy now. The brick-wagon 
that hauls the one mail a day to the vil 
keeps close to the ferice and gives the middie 
of the road to the youngsters and their sleds. 
The hotel, that used to have a dozen matri- 
mo guests in a woe ape and then, has 
been made into a dw re the gossips 
of the town have céased keeping tab on new 
arrivais, and West Alexander, like the Gretna 
Green of Great Britain, has seen the de- 
parture of all her greatness.

addition to many other. tasks, about 30,000 
letters a year. In the United States alone 
there are now about 10,000 Woman’s Christian 
Temperance Unions, oo) ode ge. he mem ber- 
ship of 150,000. In addition there is the 
World's W. C. T. U., and all the foreign in- 
terests in other countries. There are forty 
departments in the work, and Miss Willard 
keeps in close correspondence with the heads 
of each of these departments, Then, as a 
sort of side issue, Miss Willard is at present 
en on a history of that part of her life 
whi relates to temperance work. She 
writes constantiy for the press, sending out 
quantities of brisk little pa aphs, which 
are of course anonymous, and are intended 
directly or indirectly to help the cause of the 
“White Ribbon Women. 

But all this the public may well have imag- 
ined about the popular temperance writer, 
lecturer, and organizer. but what they can- 
not have guessed at so readily is the exceed- 
ing love and careful tenderness with which 
Miss Willard’s life is surrounded.

ABOUT EARLY CHICAGO. 


Some Entertaining Reminiscences of J. M. 
Hannahs. 

CA, Jan. 15.—[Editor of The Tribune. } 
—The very interesting letter of A. D. Field 
in Tun Tainuxn of Jan. 7 concerning the 
schoola and churches of early Chicago re- 
vives memories of many events and incidents 
of those remarkable and yet not remote times 
in the history of Chicago. Mr. Field’s mem- 
ory is remarkably accurate, but his state- 
ments suggest some additional matters espe- 
cially concerning the Baptists of that day. 

As stated by Mr. Field, the First Baptist 
Church was organized in 1833, and worshiped 
in a little building on the southeast corner of 
Franklin and South Water streets, where 
Mr. Freeman ministered to the church until 
he died the followin 8 The building 
stood on land owned hy oP oy the 
father of urs.

Eider Smith had the converts ranged along 
one aisle, where he could conveniently pass 
and take each one by the hand, and he placed 
them with sufficient space between so that 
the column shouid reach from the front door 
to the pulpit and across the ‘church. 

I was then acquainted with every member 
of the church, and now 1 can only recall 
about half a dozen of all that number as still 
livmg. Among them are Elder Smith him- 
self, Mrs. Dr. Boone, Mrs, E. F. W. Peck, 
Mrs. C. N. Holden, L. C. F. Freer, and my- 
self. The rest have joined the great major- 
ity. Idonot mean by that that they have 
joined the Democratic party; they have gone 
where Republicans mostly go. 

The little Methodist church on North Clark 
street of which Mr. F. speaks was moved 
across the river on scows and to the corner 
of Clark and Washington in 1837, where it 
was enlarged, and then still further enlarged 
from time totime until 1845, when the new 
prick church was built. Each addition as it 
was sprawied out over the und haa its 
own distinctive style of architecture and 
color and itsown hump on tiie roof and 
bulge at the side, and being, withal, not ve 
attractive inside, it is no wonder that Mr. 
regarded it as a weird and ca 
of the spirits of the past.“ 
odists of that day were rather plain 
and, withal, very noisy. I have heard some 
of their fog-horn preachers over at the Baptist 
church as 1 stood outside. But I have seen 
gracious seasons in that old church. I was 
also at the dedication of the church in No- 
vember, 1845. W. M. D. Ryan (aot Ryder) 
was pastor. Mr. Ryan made a tremendous 
onslaught for money on that 
referréea to Mr. O. we ig Boy had been very 
liberal in the past and had that day made 
$1,500 on wheat. Whether he mentioned it 
as showing that Mr. Lunt had thus been re- 
warded, or to urge him to give more, or to in- 
duce others to s late in wheat, I could not 
make out. But I was then only a boy. The 
Methodist congregation of that day was the 
largest in Chicago. Among the survivors 
are Grant Goodrich, Calyin De Wolf, M. B. 
Clancy, and perhaps a few others. The 
chotera in 1849 and 50 made sad havoc 
in all the churches. 3 

The Presbyterian’ church of that day stood 
opposit the Methodist on Clark street. That 
was larger than either the Baptist or Method- 
ist; consequently its bulges and humps were 
more glaring; it looked more hke a mud- 
turtle than the others. The interior 
was nicely painted and uphol- 
stered and it presented a very 
attractive appearance. I scarcely ever en- 
tered within the sacred walls of that church 
that I did not see the majestic form of Dea- 
con Philo Carpenter moving about in attend- 
ing to the duties of his office. If majesty 
can attach to man it must bo such as “have 
the testimony that they please God, and who 
walk with God.“ as did Enoch; and such 
was Philo Carpenter. And yet Carpen- 
ter was a trontuer merchant; he kept the 
first drug store in Chicago, and together 
with his pills and plasters he kept crowbars 
and codfish and stoves and pork, eto. , 
too, the walls of those old churches were as 
sacred as those of any temple, however per- 
fect in architecture or magnificent in its ap- 
pointments. It can be said of multitudes 
“This man was born there.“ Chicago was
